BONE SPAVIN 
Consists in disease of the bones in the lower 
and inner part of the hock-joint (inflammation, 
ulceration, and bony deposit). 

For location, seecut. In nearly all cases of 
lameness in the hind leg the seat of disease 
will be found to be in the hock-joint, although 
many persons ‘(rot imving had experience) 
locate the difficulty in the hip, simply because 
they cannot detect any swelling of the hock- 
joint; butin many of the worst cases there is 
not seen any swelling or enlargement for a long 
time, and perhaps never. 

Cause.— The causes of spavina 
are quite numerous, but usually 
they are sprains, blows, hard 
work; and, in fact, any cause 
exciting inflammation of this part 
of the joint. Hereditary predis-

After the horse has taken suflicient tincture

Little and often 
must be the rule at first, and then the quantity 
may bo increased, while the frequency is dimin- 
ished.

The nourishment 
should be ina concentrated form, and hay and 
grass should be kept from tho horse for a few 
days, and then given in quantities small at first

The Money Spont in Europe in Luxury and 
if PeAmusoment. 


‘The kings of to-day are growing economi- 
cal, not to say stingy, and save money and 
seck “investments” after a fashion which 
would once have been denounced as most 
unroyal, but which probably has its root in 

manent sense Of insecurity, The late 
King of the Belgians left a fortune worthy 
of a Jew financicr; our own queen has grown 
wealthy on the throne; the Sultan, accord- 
ing to W. Blunt, has a heavy secret purse 
in England; the King of Italy is an exact 
economist: and the Emperor of Austria is, 
it is said, never in debt. Still, this genera-

The Late William Tandy. 


The Kingston Papers contain lengthy 
obituary notices of the late William 
Tandy, who it appears was an English. 
man, having been born at Cheltenham 
in 1841. The News says; “ He was 
4 man of good parts and uotiring in. 
dustry ; a fluent speaker, and a pointed 
writer, and would probably have ob 
tained distinction had his natural ud- 
vuntages’ been persistently directed to 
one end. He was an ardent musician, 
und indeed his death was undoubtedly 
brought on by devotion to this art. 
He was throughout life an active politi- 
cian, tuking the Reform view of 
public affiirs, ond he yave his politicul 
friends the services of tongue and peo 
on every occusion. Ho was an energetic 
member of the Methodist chnreh, io 
whose behulf he often employed himself 
usa local preacher. As an editor he 
worked hard for our contemporary, the 
Whig, with which he was connected for 
five years, viz., from Mr. Fuller's re- 
firement until his own illness a fow 
mouths ago. Tt was in Junuary, 1881, 
that he first felt his sickness coming on. 
According to his owa words he was in 
Vermont singing at a concert, and at 
the conclusion of the entertainment he 
had to drive twenty miles in order to 
catch the train. During the drive he 
got chilled through, the effects of which 
ulways lingered in his system. Iu the 
summer he was taken down with malar- 
ial fever and was confined to his bed for 
some six weeks, his life at one time 
being despaired of. Being of a strong 
constitution he overcame the sickness, 
and again commenced his duty in the 
division court. Tt was not long, how- 
ever, before his strength began to fail, 
and he became so weak and emaciated 
that he decided to take a trip south ia 
search of restored health. While on 
the way he contracted a cold, and not 
being able to continue the journey, he 
proceeded to Buffilo, where his brother

In the last letter from Homo he sagely

fore, must be contained in the continued 
round of questions he gave in his previous 
letter of the 28rd Doc, issue, and of course 
what an array of ignorance is shown in not 
answering these questions, but merely 
denying them. Philosophers are not as 4 
rule puzzled by the Sabing of a question, 
but more so by the obstruse manner in 
which the question is put, making it hard 
to define its meaning, and Homo placed his 
medly of questions in such a crade manner 
that by implication he was striving to give 
himself an answer to them as he went 
along, ‘Then whero is the necessity of 
Answering a question when the existence of 
ita premises is denied. But since Homo 
takes up the ling of questions as a proof of 
his great wisdom, let me propound one or 
two to him, which shall be direct, plain, 
and to the point. What shape is the soul 
of Homo, or any other human being? and 
in what’ part of the human body is it 
located? Give-us the exact location of 
heaven and hell, and also the number of 
miles necessary to travel to, reach either. 
There is no sermonizing about them; they 
Are plaiv, so as to be easily known what is 
wanted, and no mistiness about them,as in 
tho questionable forms of Homo's previous 
letter. If it is a well known fact, as Homo | 
asserts, that deistic philosophy reaches ita | 
climax in questionings which remain un- 
answered, the fault must be with those who 
ought to be able to answer the deistical 
questions, and cither through ignorance or 
incapacity fail to do #0. There is where the 
fault lies, If Homo's brain is so fertile in 
inventing a variety of shades of deism 
which has no existence, he would consider 
me a great fool if 1 acknowledged they ex- 
isted in reality, and that I had porfect 
knowledge of them. Thos, by interpreta- 
tion of his own ideas, if I should say that 
fetishism, polytheism, transubstautiation, 
pouvessyieeroaae confession, penance and 
Purgatory were the different ehades of be- 
lief of Protestantism, wuld not Homo deny 
the position without going into any argu- 
ment on the matter, and consider the demal 
an answer. What a great show of tertile 
brain it would be on my part to say: ‘Well, 
Homo, it seems there are shades of doctrine 
existing, réal or imaginary, taught in the 
church which you Kadind ecw ied ue of at 
all, therefore, and of course, your fertile 
brain could not have euvolved any thought 
of." Poor Homo’s fertile brain envolves 
very crude developements after all. Tu my 
letter to Presbyterian I gave the definition 
of both atheist and teist, therefore did not 
think it necessary to repeat, as Homo has 
read that letter. It seems Homo had for- 
gotten there were two sides to a matter; 
that ia probably why the sauce seems an 
palatable tohim. I have mixed with men 
of all classes and of all shades of opinion, 
orthodoxy and hetorodoxy, and im the 
multitudes I have conversed with I have 
failed to find a profession or acknowledgo- 
ment of the varying phases of dein 
hinted otf. IT have no inighty nea- 
tive, but the trath in this matter, and I re- 
ceive my information not frum second+hand 
hearsay, but from living actors in the drama 
of life, who live under the influence of that 
belief which they in their consciinees con- 
sider best for them, Homo by implication 
does admit the variableness of the standard 
of morality by saying’ ** let hin: tell us what 
is morality in this day of multitudinous

The greater sects—Brahmis, Bui- 
dhists, Moslems and Christians—entertain 
conceptions of a God and have a standard 
of morality volved from the circumstances 
peculiar to each, and the worshiper at the 
one shrine is as often an upright, honest 
man as at another. The better the in- 
dividual the higher and purer his moral 
conceptions and invellectual aspirations—the 
more exalted and refined his ideal personiti 
cation, If the negation of atheism is 
reached, the manly boldness which denies 
the received dogmas of the time is a yuar- 
auteo of an upright mind, Tho idea of God 
presented by others may have its effects on 
those who receive it, but not on its origina: 
wors. Crude religions, creeds avd dogmas 
pass away, and that which is better and 
more refining continually take their places; 
kingdoms and religions come and go; one 
by one the myths of old have vavished from 
the clouds, aud one by one facts, truths
